As soon as 
possible the dangerous wire was re­ 
moved and the break repaired.

they are caught the turtles are kept for 
a long time, their captors feeding them 
on cabbage, lett nee, turnips, carrots 
and sea grasses. 
The study of tins monster shellfish is 
a most interesting one. 
In order to get 
rid of the parasites that cling to their 
shells they often enter fresh stream s to 
enjoy ti bath, but they are extremely 
timid and take fright a t the least 
noise. 
The hunter knows, however. 
th at 
the 
turtle 
feeds 
in 
brackish 
stream s where the tide falls rather low 
and where the turtle grass grows in 
greatest profusion. 
The turtles cut 
great quantities of this grass and then 
roll it into a ball, cementing It as they 
roll it with the clay in which Hie grass 
grows, and in t ti is way, when they 
have managed to am ass a goodly sup­ 
ply of provisions, they wait fur high 
tide and float aw ay sen wa rd. feeding 
as they float. 
The professional bunters are quick to 
detect these balls, and just the mo­ 
ment they do so they set their seines 
ami send their peggers. as the men are 
called, in search of the feeding shoals. 
Men are not Hie only enemies the tu r­ 
tles have, however, for hears, raccoons 
and other anim als native to Florida 
destroy great num bers of them.—Jack ­ 
sonville (Fla.)

’.7x7 an ordinance was passed giving 
St. Clair authority to establish boun­ 


d a r i e s for counties. 
The governor was 
very liberal with his 
boundary lines, 
and included neat ly half of Ohio In his 
first county, tailing it after th e fath e r 
of his country, W ashington. 
It then 
em braced w hat is now known as Bel­ 
mont county. 
The northw est territory which St. 
Clair governed, has since been cut up 
into five great states* and all the coun­ 
ties he m ade was not in w hat is now- 
known as the state of Ohio. 
In 1707 
the governor com menced to think his 
W ashington county was too large, and 
chopped off a few sections, and erected 
Jefferson county. 
In 1801. lie conclud­ 
ed that Jefferson county was also too 
large, and again used his axe, and the 
result was Belmont 
county—derived 
from the French 
words 
‘ beautiful 
m ountain,” on account of its n u m e r­ 
ous hills. St. Clair’s original Belmont 


j county included large portions of G uer­ 
nsey. Noble and Monroe counties, and 
, rem ained in that state until Ohio was 
! adm itted as a state, and the legisla- 
! tare cut the boundaries down to the 
I present limits. 
Since then it has re- 
! mained, and prospered, and the good 
! people of the county, 60.875 in number, 
are contem plating a big celebration of 
the day when the county will have 
reached the first centennial of its ox- 
istance. 
In getting things into shope for the 
observance of the anniversary, a m eet­ 
ing of citizens was recently called at 
the county seat to consider it. 
They 
elected County Treasurer W. C. Ber 
g nnithal. chairman, and I), if.

Land ( ra t* . 
One of the commonest and the lar­ 
gest of the Christm as Island land crabs 
is the well known robber crab, which 
Is found in most of tie- tropical Islands 
of the Indian and Pacific oceans. 
It 
sometimes reaches a length of tw o foot 
and may measure seven inches across 
(be back. 
Its colors are of a very 
gaudy description, the ground color be­ 
ing a bright red, upon which there are 
stripes of yellow, but In some cases a 
purplish blue is tin* prevailing tint. 
The eyes are fixed on stalks which 
eau be moved independently of one an ­ 
other, ami there are two pairs of feel­ 
ers, one long, the other short. The lab 
tor pair are continually jerked up and 
down. 
T here is a pair of powerful 
claws, then several w alking legs. 
In 
general a p p a r a n c e these anim als art' 
much more like rather stout lobsters 
th a n crabs, and one’s first encounter 
w ith one of these creatures In tin* mid­ 
dle of a forest far from the sea is pro­ 
ductive of much astonishm ent ou both 
sides. 
Another species of bind erat* coni 
mon in C hristm as island is a little 
bright red anim al which In general 
shape is much like the common abort 
crab. 
This variety makes burrows In 
the ground, and in some places tin* *-<*il 
is honeycombed with hundreds of boles. 
The crabs spend most of their thin* 
collecting dead leaves, which they car­ 
ry In their claws, holding them up over 
their heads, and drag dow n Into their 
burrows, Into which they scuttle at the 
least alarm .—Pearson’s Magazine.

Straight or “offhand” dough, as it Is 
som etim es called, is made by mixing 
all the materials at one time aud then' 
setting the mass in a w arm place to 
rise for ten hours or more before bak ­ 
ing, 
It requires more yeast and stron­ 
ger flour tim ii other m ethods in which 
flu* yeast is allowed ti* grow in an es­ 
pecially favorable medium before lacing: 
mixed with the main dough aud needs- 
a longer time to rise. but, on the other 
hand, gives an unusually large yield 
In bread.

family breadmaking, especially w hen 
strong, compressed yeast is used, as 
the dough can be mixed overnight an d 1 
baked in tho morning.

“There lins been some picturesque 
fiction written about the east with 
which railroad men and drummers are 
supposed to tick off tin* miles as tile 
train speeds along from tilings they 
can see from tile car windows,” said a 
railroad conductor to a reporter. 
“There Is only one strictly accurate 
way, and that is to seat yourself on the 
ride of Hie train from which may be 
observed tin* white mile posts Hint line 
•the road aud bold your watch on them, 
If you have a split second watch, it 
will prove interesting to note that 
! while you made one mile iii OU seconds 
tho next was covered In 53 and the 
third In 70 seconds, and so on, as tile 
speed of the train increases or slack- 1 
ens. 
You may also follow around the 
, little second hand on an ordinary 
watch. 
It kills time. 
“Bom* pretend lo say that they can 
tell the speed of the train by counting 
the telegraph poles, 
lf thoro were an 
exact number of telegraph poles to ev­ 
ery mile, t Ii is might be done by a little 
figuring, but there Is a difference. The 
number of telegraph poles to a mile 
vary from 33 to 40, depending upon the 
straight stretches and the curves in tile 
track, the latter having more poles 
than the former.

With my gastronomic taste I natural­ 
ly was very curious to know just what 
kind of terrapin are caught in these 
waters, fur the dish is one tmh h 
sought after by epicures and forms 
part of the menu for every first class 
hotel on the coast. 
I was told that 
none is caught a lieut here, but was 
Invited to a sea turtle bunt. 
Let the 
reader imagine a turtle weighing all 
the way from 1,200 to 1,500 pounds, 
and not long ago one was turned over 
on the beach near Miami that weighed 
more than 1,000 pounds. 
O f course I 
am giving the largest weight, for the 
average weight of those caught along 
the coast Is about 500 pounds. 
After 
they are caught the turtles are kept for 
a long time. their captors feeding them 
on cabbage, lettuce, turnips, carrots 
ami sea grasses. 
The study of this monster shellfish Is 
a most interesting one. in order to get 
rid of the parasites that ding to their 
shells they often enter fresh streams to 
enjoy a bath, but they are extremely 
timid and take fright at the least 
noise. 
The hunter knows, however, 
that the 
turtle 
feeds 
in 
brackish 
streams where the tide falls rather low 
and where the turtle grass grows in 
greatest profusion.

roll it into a ball, cementing it as they 
roll it with the clay in which the grass 
grows, and in this way, when they 
have managed to amass a goodly sup­ 
ply of provisions, they wait for high 
tide and float away seaward, feeding 
as they float. 
The professional hunters are quick to 
detect these balls, and just the mo­ 
ment they do so they set their seines 
and send their peggers, as tile men are 
called, in search of the feeding shoals. 
Men are not the only enemies tile tur­ 
tles have, however, for bears, raccoons 
and other animals native to Florida 
destroy great numbers of them.—Jack­ 
sonville (Fla.) Cor. Baltimore Ameri­ 
can.

On September 7. 1901, old Belmont 
county, which is among the leaders in 
the state, will be one hundred years 
old. 
Strange is it may seem Belmont 
county is older than the state of Ohio 
Itself. 
In the days when Governor St. 
Clair ruled the northwest territory 
with a hand of Iron, he thought noth­ 
ing of dividing up a section of the 
country and calling it a county. 
In 
17sT an ordinance was passed giving 
St. Clair authority to establish boun­ 
daries for counties. 
The governor was 
very liberal with his boundary lines, 
and included nearly half of Ohio in his 
first county, calling it after the father 
of his country, Washington. It then 
embraced what is now known as Bel­ 
mont county. 
The northwest territory which St. 
Clair governed, has since been cut tip 
into five great states*, and all the coun­ 
ties he made was not in what is now 
known as the state of Ohio. 
In I <67 
the governor commenced to think his 
Washington county was too large, and 
chopped off a few sections, and erected 
Jefferson county. 
In 1801. he conclud­ 
ed that Jefferson county was also too 
large, and again used his axe, and the 
result was Belmont 
county—derived 
from the French 
words 
’ beautiful 
mountain,” on account of its numer­ 
ous hills, St. Clair’s original Belmont 
county included large portions of Guer­ 
nsey. Noble and Monroe counties, and 
remained in that state until Ohio was 
admitted as a state, and the legisla 
ture cut the boundaries down to the 
present limits. 
Since then it has re­ 
mained, and prospered, and the good 
people of the county, €0,875 in number, 
are contemplating a big celebration of 
the day when the county will have 
reached th** first centennial of Its ex­ 
istence, 
In getting things into s h a p e for the 
Observance of tin* anniversary, a meet­ 
ing of citizens was recently called at 
the county seat to consider it. 
They 
ejected County Treasurer W. C. Ber- 
g indthal, chairman, and I). H. Milligan 
secretary. 
The chairman " a s given 
povrc r to appoint his own committee 
an i selected o n e member fro m each 
township in the county.

As the appetite of a seafaring man 
cannot be appeased by angel food the 
provisions are of the most substantial 
kind. 
All naval vessels are liable to be sent 
on long voyages or to be stationed 
where m arkets are inaccessible, and 
the stores purchased for the crew must 
Now, will you# p0 Kllcij as will keep for a long time 
on your head 
and not become dam aged by changes 
of climate. Naturally salt pork. corned 
beef, hard tack, beaus, flour, sugar, 
canned fruits and vegetables are car 
rice! in large quantities aud m ust of ne­ 
cessity constitute the main part of the 
daily rations. 
W ith these staples as a 
basis m any appetizing combinations 
can be made. 
At sea fresh meat and 
vegetables are not to be bad, but while*

The government does not discrimi­ 
nate in the allowance for food supplies 
lo the navy as between officer and cu­ 
l l i e d m an—thai is, It did not up to a 
year or tw o ago, when every nian In 
the ship, from Ihe adm iral dow n to a 
coal heaver, received 30 cents each day. 
Now the discrimination Is that the coal 
heaver continues to draw his 30 cents. 
while the adm iral and all other officers 
except the gunner, carpenter, pharm a­ 
cist, chief m achinists and the naval 
cadets receive absolutely nothing for 
their subsistence on board ship. 
Many 
who visit naval vessels and are enter­ 
tained at dinner or luncheon are heard 
to remark that the governm ent pro­ 
vides very good living for Its officers, 
not thinking that the entire cost of the 
repast bas come out of the officers* own 
poi ki ts.
